The bill, if passed, will vitally affect 
the conditions of labor in this country, 
and its operation will be followed with 
the keenest attention in other parts of 
the world.

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BRAIN SHIE DED BY RIB. 





Patient Has Not Had Fits Since Novel 
Bone-Grafting Operation.

| ST. LOUIS, May 4.—George Williams, a 
| city hospital patient, put his hand to the 
(back of his head and felt his sixth rib. 
| He is the only man in the city who has 
,a rib in his head, surgeons at the hospital] 
say. So far as known, it is the only 
similar case in the world. 

Williams, whose home is in New Or- 
leans, was admitted as a patient March 
20. A year and a half before this he had 
been struck on the head with a club, and 
in order to have his life a part of the 
parietal bone at the back of his skull 
was removed. 

The pressure of the scalp on the un- 
protected membrane beneath it caused 
an irritation of the brain cells and the 
effect Was that Williams became subject 
to frequent paroxysms. 

No one there will tell the name of the 
/ Surgeon who conceived the idea of put- 
iting one of Williams’s ribs where the 
| back of his skull ought to be. It is said 
‘he is a member of the visiting staff and 
a strong believer in medical ethics. 

Dr. A. H. Sewing, resident physician 
at the hospital, says there have been 
many cases of bone grafting, but here- 
tofore these operations have been con- 
fined to taking a slice of bone from one 
part of the skull and putting it on an- 
other. In Williams’s case this was impos- 
‘sible, because so large a portion of the 
skull had been removed. The visiting 
surgeon suggested that a rib would do. 
Williams’s sixth rib was removed. A 
piece four inches long and an inch wide 
‘was cut from the end of the rib and 
carefully fitted into the hole in Williams's 
skull. The scalp was then sewed up over 
it. Williams has not had a fit since 
(the operation was performed.

The scheme with regard to sickness 
provides for compulsory and voluntary 
insurance. Soldiers and sailors, teach- 
ers, Crown servants, municipal serv- 
ants, casual laborers, and persons not 
engaged in their employers’ own busi- 
ness are excepted from the compulsory 
scheme, in the first three classes, be- 
cause other measures are in prepara- 
tion, while voluntary insurance is to be 
open to small tradesmen without defi- 
nite employers or who after employ- 
ment are at work for themselves. 

‘““We deduct fourpence from a man’s 
wages,” said the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. ‘‘ That is to say, two pints 
of the cheapest beer or one ounce of 
tobaceo.”” He explained that the sum 
would be reduced in the case of a man 
earning 15s. a week or less. A man 
who earns Ws. 6d. a day is to pay 3d., 
one who gets 2s. a day or less 2d., and 
a man who is earning 1s. 6d. a day 
shall pay only 1d. a week. This would 
have to be compensated by extra pay- 
ments from the employers who profit 
by cheap labor. 

‘““We propose,’ sald the Chancellor, 
‘to admit every one up to sixty-five to 
the insurance so long as this is done 
within twelve months after the passing 
of the act. After twelve months they 
will come in by paying a rate proper to 
their age or take reduced benefits. A 
person who fell out of work would be 
allowed three weeks’ grace if he failed 
in his payments.” 

The explanation of the voluntary part 
of the scheme led Mr. Lloyd-George to 
say that it would allow men like the 
village blacksmith and the village pub- 
lican to join in. His description of the 
benefits to be received led.to the an- 
nouncement that the doctors who were 
to be engaged were to be better paid 
than under the friendly societies and 
that their functions were to be separat- 
ed where possible from those of the 
chemists who were to dispense the med- 
icines. 

Close on this came the statement that 
a Government campaign against con- 
sumption was to be instituted. A cap- 
ital sum of £1,500,000 is to be set aside 
for enabling local authorities to build 
sanatoria throughout the country, and 
£1,000,000 a year is to be allotted for 
their maintenance. A ripple of sym- 
pathy ran over the House as Mr. Lloyd- 
George described the devastating ef- 
fects of the consumption scourge among 
the people. “There are,” he said, 
“75.000 deaths a year from it in Great 
Britain and Ireland. The doctors think 
they can crush this disease out. They 
can only do it with help. I propose to 
ask the House to give that help.” 

There is no disposition in Parliament 
to treat the bill as a party measure. 
The Unionists point out that the pres- 
ent methods of dealing with sickness 
and unemployment among the working 
classes are unsatisfactory, and the bill 
is regarded by Mr. Balfour's followers 
as a laudable effort toward ameliora- 
tion.

JUBILEE OVER Y. W. C. A. FUND 


Brooklyn Has Raised $400,000 for a 
Girl’s Home in Twelve Days. 


Brooklyn Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation workers held a jubilee last 
night over the successful completion of 
twelve days’ campaign to raise $400,000 
for a working girls’ home.

A DREADNOUGHT DAMAGED. 


British Cruiser’ Invincible 
While Being Docked. 


LONDON, May 4.—The Dreadnought 
cruiser Invincible was seriously damaged 
while being docked at Portsmouth on 
Tuesday for an overhauling. The moment 
the great weight rested on the wooden 
blocks, the steel frames strengthening 
the vessel’s double bottom buckled, forc- 
ing the keel upward. The frames were 
bent like a bow, the immense weight of 
the ship bulging them out on both sides. 

The dock was immediately refilled and 
the Invincible was floated out. An ex- 
amination showed the extent and serious 
nature of the injury, and repairs are like- 
ly to be long and costly. 

The Invincible has given continual 
trouble ever since she was put in commis- 
sion. Her guns have not been fired for 
more than a year owing to difficulties 
with the electrically operated barbette.

SHOT IN CROWDED STREET. 


Father Fatally Wounds Young Man

MEXICO CITY, May 4.—Last night 
and the early hours of this morning 
were filled with alarms in the capital, 
but after all nothing happened. The 
lights and the camp fires of the ap- 
proaching insurgents were distinctly 
visible from the Country Club, and all 
night long a Federal force was en- 
trenching and building barricades at 
Tlalpam to meet the expected attack, 
which, however, never came off. 

This morning two trains filled with 
foreigners left here for Vera Cruz, and 
the exodus will be repeated to-night. 

It is rumored here that a French man 
of war has arrived at that port, but the 


French Legation has no information on 
the subject. 


Gen. Huerta in a Trap. 


To-day an indecisive fight has taken 
Place between Gen. Huerta, who is en- 
deavoring to relieve Cuernavaca, and 
the insurgents. SAccording to my latest 
report, Gen. Huerta is entrenched in the 
lava. beds and the scrub oaks at Tres- 
marias, with both his advance and ra- 
treat cut-off. 

Never have I seen the palace and the 
President’s house in Cadena Street so 
deSerted as they were to-day. It would 


look as if the courtiers are deserting 
the ship that they think is sinking. 

A brother of Gen. Figueroa, who com- 
mands the great bulk of the Morelos 
and Guerrero insurgents, {s still confer- 
ring with Sefiors Limantour and de la 
Barra. He says any terms acceptabie 
to Madero will be acceptable to him. 

In American official circles a tele- 
gram has been received from Consul 
General Edwards at Juarez in which he 
says that the peace negotiations are 
progressing favorably. I find nothing 
here, however, upon which to base op- 
timistic predictions. 

The American colony has been greatly 
shocked at the news which has been 
received of the murder of three sons 
of Judge Goodman by insurgents at 
a ranch near Acapuico. They were 
well known here, and the Judge is a 
highly respected resident of the Pacific 
Coast, who has come to Mexico every 
Winter for his health. 

Foreigners Prepare to Fight. 

Upon the initiative of the French 
Club, which is very influential here, 
committees of the English, German, 
French, Spanish, and American col- 
onies have had meetings, and a uniform 
course for all has been outlined in 
case of emergency. 

It is understood that IHsts are being 
drawn up of the able-bodied foreigners 
of these nationalities, who, if the Gov- 
ernment wishes it, at any time would 
be willing to be sworn in as special 
constables for the protection of life and 
property. 

It is believed that Mexican suscepti- 
bilities will not be offended by the pro- 
posal, and that practical good may re- 
sult from it. 

In the meantime it is only fair to say 
that Gen. Felix Diaz is policing the city 
with great ability and thoroughness in 
view of his slender resources. 

It was discovered this morning that 
troops with machine guns intended to 
combat a possible rising in the city 
against the Government are concen- 
trated every night in the great building 
of the huge Casa Colorada, or distil- 
lery, in the Condesa district.

LAREDO, Texas, May 4.—Insurrectos 
to-day burned the railroad station at El 
Salado, on the National Railways. south 
of Saltillo, cut all telegraph wires, and 
began a march toward Saltillo.

All but Gaynor Declare the Stil-

ANOTHER SITE FAVORED 





Bill Inspired by Judges’ Impatience at 
Delay in Providing New Quarters— 


Jurists Divided on Location. 





With the exception of Mayor Gaynor, 
every member of the Board of Estimate 
voted yesterday against approving the 
Stillwell bill, which gives the Supreme 
Court Justices the right to direct the 
building of a new County Court House 
on the site of the present one and to 
take in as much more of City Hall Park 
as may be necessary. The Mayor re- 
used to vote on the ground that as the 
Stillwell bill, if passed, will come before 
1im for his official approval, he did not 
think it at present right to express an 
opinion. 

The action by the Board was not based 
on the merits of the City Hall Park site, 
as a site for the building, despite the 
fact that its committee on the County 
Court House has nearly completed its 
investigation of a site in Duane Street, 
just behind the new Municipal Building 
and is gathering information to lay be- 
fore the Supreme Court Justices. The bill 
was condemned solely on the ground that 
it violates the rinciple of home rule. 
The resolution of the Board read: 

Whereas, under the provisions of Senate 
bill, Int. No. 507, entitled, An act provid- 
ing for the erection of a new Court House 
in City Hall Park, New York City, now 
pending before the Legislature, the charter 
powers of this board with relation to the ap- 
proval of the use of city property, or the 
acquisition of other property, for purposes 
of a Court House site, and with relation to 
the appropriation of moneys necessary for 
the construction of a Court House Building 
are nullificd and said power transferred to 
the Justices of the Supreme Court; and, 

Whereas, The passage of said bill would 
directly infringe, not only the theory and 
purpose of the charter, but the principles of 
city home rule, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this board hereby disap- 
proves of the measure in question and au- 
thorizes its Committee on Court House Site 
to oppose its enactment or further advance- 
ment. 

The Stilwell bill gives absolute power 
to the Supreme Court Justices if they 
consider it expedient to erect a building 
in City Hall Park for the courts, to 
have plans prepared, to take as much ad- 
ditional land in the park as they want, 
and to employ such architects and engi- 
neers as they may select. The Corpora- 
tion Counsel is placed at their disposal 
to draw up the contracts necessary [for 
the work, and the Justices have the sole 
choice of such temporary accommodation 
as must be required for the courts dur- 
ing the razing of the present County and 
City Court Houses and the erection of 
the new ones. 

The Mayor did not discuss his 
on the bill, but he is already on 
as favoring the present site of the County 
Court House.

Yet, impatient as 
the Judges may be, they are by no means 
unanimous for rebuilding in City Hall 
Park. 

‘* For six or seven years there has been 
legislation authorizing the construction 
of a new Court House,” said Justice Ver- 
non M. Davis, ‘‘and yet we are no fur- 
ther advanced. The conditions under 
which we suffer are almost intolerable. 
Especially in the Fall and Winter the 
air of our courtrooms is so foul 
as We sit on the bench hour after hour 
we get so we can hardly read and think- 
ing becomes a difficulty. Our chambers 
are so small that it is impossible to do 
any work, and in my own quarters a 
stream of foul air comes through a hole 
in the wall that makes it absolutely im- 
possible to sit there. 

Justice Platzek, a member of the Jus- 
tices’ Committee on Court House Sites, 
takes the opposite view. He spoke ves- 
terday of the fact that there is not a 
single place in the Court House to which 
a woman who is taken ill in court can be 
sent, and he asked whether the people of 
the city realized that records on which 
the title to millions of dollars’ worth of 
property depends are stored in places of 
the most inflammable condition. He 


added: 

Justice Goff. on the other hand. raised 
a practical difficulty im the buildine of 
the new eourts on the site of the present 
one. He was aos warm ag any of his 
colleagues in his denunciations of the

WASHINGTON, May 4.—To assist the

Elbert Seeking to Recover Stock 
Which Court Impounded Com- 
plainant Confesses to Plot.

And This Man from. San Francisco 
Saved Himself at the Time by 
Turning State’s Evidence. 





J. Nicholson Elbert of San Francisco 
appeared before Vice Chancellor Stevens 
yesterday in the Chancery Court in 
Newark and laid bare a financial scandal 
of thirty-four years ago. He sued the 
Central Railroad Company to recover 
original shares he owned. 

Elbert explained that in order to pro- 
vide fictitious capital for the Central Fire 
Insurance Company of Pennsylvania it 
was planned to acquire certificates of 
stock of various railroads in New Jersey, 
each for a single share, and raise such 
certificates so as to have them repre- 
sent from 100 to 500 shares each. 

According to Elbert, three such certif- 
icates for one share each, issued by the 
Central Railroad Company of New Jer- 
sey, respectively, to him and Mark M. 
and Edward J. Shaw, were raised to 
100 shares each, the names of the holders 
being erased and replaced by the name 
of the fire insurance company. 

As Elbert’s story runs the State In- 
surance Commissioner became aware of 
the attempt at fraud, with the result that 
he and several other men were indictee 
for forgery. A few of the men were con- 
victed and sent to prison, but according 
to his own statement Elbert escaped 
punishment by turning State’s evidence. 
In the criminal proceedings the stock, 
which had been issued in 1874, was im- 
pounded by the court and seems to have 
never been released. 

Elbert brought suit through his counsel, 
Pitney, Hardin & Skinner, to recover from 
the Central Railroad certificates of title 
to the three shares and for an account- 


ing for dividends, which it was brought out

‘Por thirty-four years I have tried to 
forget this horrible matter. but then I 
received a letter from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company asking me about the 
five certificates of the Pennsylvania stock 
which I turned over to the Central Fire 
Insurance Company, together with the 
Central shares. As a result of this corre- 
spondence that thereupon passed between 
us the Pennsylvania very kindly issued 
new stock. I then began corresponding 
with the Central Railroad with a view to 
getting new certificates from that com- 
pany also.’’ 

Elbert testified that at the time the | 
stock-raising transaction occurred he was | 
26 years old. He said he was now 63. 

The complainant said that he had been | 
a resident of San Francisco for many 
years, and added: 

‘No one in my home city can point a 
finger at me. I am highly respected by 
every one.”’

Mayor Gaynor had a hard fight yester- 
day in the meeting of the Board of Estt- 
mate to keep his colleagues from register- 
ing their immediate condemnation of the 
Gaynor charter. There were nine votes 
in favor of a resolution introduced by 
President Mitchel of the Aldermen ex- 
pressing particular disapproval of the 
provisions relating to the powers of the 
Board of Estimate and suggesting the 
appointment of a committee to appear 
before the legislative Committee on Cities 
to oppose the charter as it stands. The 
resolution would have required unanimous 
consent in order to be passed, as it was 
not on the calendar, and the Mayor’s 
plea for delay for a week proved effective 
with Borough Presidents Steers of 
Brooklyn, Miller of the Bronx, and 
Gresser of Queens. 

In deciding to defer a vote on the 
charter until next week the board was 
determined that it would then ask for a 
special appearance before the legislative 
committee. The regular hearing of the 
legislative committee is to take place in 
the Aldermanic Chamber at City Hall this 
afternoon, and on that account action by 
the majority of the Board of Estimate 
was favored yesterday so that the board 
would stand no chance of being euchred 
out of its determination to have its ob- 
jections heard. 


Mayor Disclaims It. 


The discussion in the board was lively, 
and in the course of it Mayor Gaynor 
disavowed responsibility for the charter 
as a whole, saying that while there were 
things in it which he approved, he had 


not been consulted about many of the 
provisions, including, among others, the 
one giving him a veto power over all res- 
Olutions of the Board of Estimate passed 
by less than 12 votes. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Mitchel 
reads: 

Resolved, That this board hereby con- 
demns and disapproves those provisions of 
the proposed Charter of the City of New 
York prepared by the law department and 
now pending before the Legislature in the 
form of a bill entitled “‘An Act Constl- 
tuting a Charter for the City of New 
York,’ which relates to the powers and 
functions of this board; and be it further 

Resolved, That a committee of this board, 
constituting the Controller, the President of 
the Borough of Manhattan, and the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen be hereby 
appointed with instructions to appear before 
the joint committee on the affairs of cities

“Why?” asked Mr. Mitchel. ‘ There 


is to be a hearing to-morrow on these 
very provisions, and we ought to be pre- 
pared to act.’’ 

Again Mr. Steers asked for more time to 
consider, and the Controller came back 
at him. 

“The principal thing involved here is 
the right of the Mayor to veto every im- 
portant action of this board—of course, lL 
refer to the Mayor impersonally. Now, 
we all know whether we want to have the 
Mayor exercise that right, and if any- 
body does not know, it seems to me he 
ought to sit down and figure it out for 
himself before he does anything else.’’ 

‘‘There will be,no trouble about getting 
a hearing,’’ put in Mayor Gaynor once 
more. ‘I will ask them to grant one, 
either here or in Albany—’’ 

‘‘In Albany?" repeated Mr. Mitchel. 
“TY thought there was something like that 
in it. We want that hearing here in New 
York, not in Albany, and the reguiar 
hearing is set for to-morrow.” 

‘* Don’t say that,’ pleaded the Mayor. 
‘There wasn’t anything ‘in it’ at all. 
The hearing will be held here if you want 
it here, and the delay wont hurt any- 
thinge.”’ 

As the Mitchel resolution could not be 
adopted over the objection of Mr. Steers, 
Mr. McAneny made the motion to have a 
special meeting of the board called to 
consider the subject and seek opportunity 
for appearance later. 

Mr. Steers objected to this also, and 
nothing remained to do but to lay the en- 
tira matter over for a week. From the 
line-up in the board yesterday, there is 
little doubt that the majority will vote 
next Thursday to oppose the Gaynor 
charter.

AFLOAT IN PILOT HOUSE. 
Tug Captain Rescued from Perilous

AT COOGAN'S BLUFF 


Polo Grounds to be Surrounded 
by Stadia for Other Sports 
and Exhibitions. 








ONE BIG SHOW PALACE 





\'To Replace Madison Square Garden— 


All to be Known as Olympia— 
Grounds Stretch to the Harlem. 





Coogan’s Bluff, whereon a few goats 
and many kids have for years been wont 
to look down—though without supercil- 
iousness—upon seasons and seasons of 
baseball hetween the Giants and all the 
other baseball teams, is soon to offer a 
view of the greatest amphitheatre and 
stadium in the history of the city. if the 
plans of the present owner, Mrs. Harriet 
G. Coogan, materialize. These plans have 
been worked out in more and more def- 
inite detail in the last few weeks, since 
the offer for sale of Madison Square Gar- 
den and its probable disappearance as a 
place for public exhibitions and sport 
shows was first announced in THB TIMES. 
It is estimated that the changes proposed 
by Mrs. Coogan will cost beween $5,000,000 
and $6,000,000. 

The property affected comprises ninety 
acres north of 155th Street and between 
Speedway Park, at St. Nicholas Avenue, 
and the Harlem River. It passed to Mrs. 
Coogan as sole owner from her great- 
grandmother, Mrs. Sarah Gardner, 
through her mother, Mrs. Sarah Lynch. 
It includes Manhattan Field, adjoining the 
present Polo Grounds, which since the re- 
cent fire have been taken under a long 
lease for the Giants by their President, 
John T. Brush. 

Preparations for the change have been 
under way on Manhattan Field for the 
last six months, and since the announce- 
ment that Madison Square Garden is to be 
discontinued as a show place, negotiations 
been carried on between Mr. and 
Coogan and various associations 
that used to hold their exhibitions at 


the Garden tor the transfer of these 
shows to the new amphitheatre. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Coogan, the National Horse 
Show Association and other associations 
in question have almost without excep- 
tion expressed themselves heartily in 
favor of holding their exhibitions in the 
new grounds, as the most suitable place 
after the passing of Madison Square 
Garden.

The first 
Step toward the proposea change was 
taken in negotiations to replace the old 
frame grand stand and bleachers by a 
modern fireproof structure. 

Much of the property to be used is at 
present held on leases, but as fast as 
these expire the buildings will be torn 
down to make room for the new struc- 
tures. The work of building the new 
Polo Ground stands and clubhouse will 
begin in the near future, and architects 
are already at work on tentative plans 
for Olympia and the subsidiary stadium 
and clubhouses. 

When the complete plan is carried out 
a view from the viaduct at 155th Street 
will disclose just below the main build- 
ing of Olympia, and beyond that the huge 
and solid stadium of the Polo Grounds 
built by Mr. Brush.

OLD SPORTING PRINTS SOLD. 





Quaint Portrayals Bring Small Prices 
at Tom Early Auction. 


The Tom Early collection of old colored 
Sporting prints, which was put undr the 
hammer last night at Clarke’s Auction 
Rooms, called forth but little sentimental 
buying, the purchases in the main being 
made because of the rarity or oddity of 
the number sold. 

Chief among the purchasers were Evert 
Jansen Wendell, an art connoisseur, who, 
when a. student at Harvard, knew Early, 
who kept a famous sporting place in Bos- 
ton, and Prof. Mike Donovan of the New 
York Athletic Club. he Professor cast 
covetous eyes on many of the old draw- 
ings and engravings of the topnotchers 
of the prize ring of the time of Tom Cribb 
and Molineux, the black, and those of 
more recent production, and invariably 
got what he wanted when the price suited 
Mr. Wendell, who can walk through the 
maze of an auction room blindfolded. 

There was a very old portrayal of 
Joshua Hudson and Ed Baldwin, which 
showed the fighters with torsos, as the 
auctioneer said, “‘like those of Tlercu- 
les,”” while their underpinning resembled 
the legs of some undeveloped lad of fif- 
teen. There were many like these, 
and a glance at the portraval gave every 
indication that the fighters of that day 
did not split hairs as to the weight idea. 

A rare print, showing Tom Cribb and 
Jem Belcher. each with the curiously dis- 
Lorted muscularity of the men putting to 
shame the develonoment of anv of the 
present-day champions, fetched the small 
price of SL.50.

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THE PUBLIC AND THE CLEARING 
HOUSE PLAN. 

The plan for admitting the trust com- 
panies to full membership in the Clear- 
ing House, which has been accepted 
and approved by the Clearing House 
Committee, provides that trust company 
members shall be required to keep 103 
per cent. cash reserve in their own 
vaults, and an additional 10 per cent. 
reserve on deposit with some member 
of the association maintaining a 25 per 
cent. reserve. It provides, also, for the 
appointment of a competent and well- 
paid examiner, who, in behalf of the 
Clearing House, shall conduct examina- 
tions of all: bank and trust company 
members, to the end that the Clearing 
House may have due knowledge of con- 
ditions and methods of managements. 
All these are matters of banking detail 
best settled by bankers themselves, 
The public will be satisfied with any 
agreement reached, for it has full con- 
fidence that no terms of union between 
the banks and trust companies would 
be approved which were not consistent 
with safe banking. 

The public’s sole and vital interest 
in these negotiations is that the bank- 


ing institutions not now in the Clearing | 
House shall become members. Union is | 


the important thing, not terms of union. 
We urge upon the Clearing House 
banks and upon the trust companies a 
union of banking resources in this city, 
not merely as a matter of expediency, 
but as imperative. The public expects 
it, the public has a right to demand it. 
It has been too long deferred. 
reasonabie, it is not prudent, it is not 
safe that the country’s citadel of credit 
should be exposed to the risks of a de- 
fense intrusted to two forces not always 
-acting harmoniously or in accord, one 
an organization, and the other not or- 
ganized at all; or that we should permit 
the continuance of conditions which in- 
vited the disasters of 1907. The bank- 
ing resources of New York should be 
solidly massed for the defense of credit, 
on which the country’s business and its 
prosperity depend. This may be im- 
paired, not merely by the actual pres- 
ence of danger, but by the feeling that 
if danger should come we might be ill- 
prepared to meet it. Division exposes 
us to danger. The failure of the Clear- 
ing House plan would make @ most un- 
favorable impression upon the public 
mind. It would be evidence that the 
banking institutions of this city are 
more than ever divided. It would be 
construed as an indication that in their 
insistence upon terms and minor mat- 
ters of detail and regulation, the bank- 
ers of New York are blind to the vital, 
the essential, the all-important policy 
of union of forces. 

The banking business of New York 
should be so organized that the Clear- 
ing House statement on Saturday would 
make a clear showing of the financial 
situation, the whole situation. It should 
he-so0 organized that its entire strength 
can be made available in any emer- 
gency. The admission of the trust com- 
penies to the Clearing House and the 
establishment of a system of examina- 
tion would give to this community such 
guarantees as it has never had, such a 
sense of security as it has never felt. 
If this promising plan of union is per- 
mitted to fail, those responsible for the 
failure will be justly and severely criti- 
cised. 








THE COURT HOUSE PLOT.

paid for these temporary courts. If 
any other site is selected the work of 
the courts can proceed, without dis- 
turbance, in the present Court House, 
until the new building is finished, and 
more than $1,000,000 will be saved for 
the building fund. 

A Court House on the park site would 
dwarf the City Hall, destroy the park, 
and, no matter how much architectural 
skill might be bestowed upon it, would 
inevitably be an unsightly excrescence, 
Many better sites have been suggested. 
Much time, labor, and good judgment 
have already been given to this subject. 
But as to the selection of the site, ex- 
cept that it must not be in the City 
Hall Park, or any other park, we have 
no prejudices. The park must be pre- 
served. What is more, it is the duty of 
the Board of Estimate to determine 
what the new Court House is to cost, 
and to appropriate the money. The 
Justices have no power in such matters. 

We have strong hopes that the Stil- 
well bill will be defeated in the As- 
sembly. But even if it is railroaded 
through the lower house, its provisions 
will never be carried out. The people 
will not have it. 








THE EXACT SITUATION. 
Although negotiations looking to

{and MapeEro, the ostensible leader of 
ithe revolution, has been in conference 
with representatives of the Diaz Gov- 
ernment, the outlook for peace in the 
neighboring republic grows less hope- 
ful daily.

Ta make matters worse, the spirit of 
Congress, now in session, is turbulent 
and revolutionary. The new anti-re- 
elections bill is tinctured with all the 
old Latin-American extravagance. 
While the consanguinity clause, forbid- 
ding the election to an executive office 
of any relative, to the fourth degree, of 
the retirirg incumbent has _ been 
stricken out, the bill prohfbits the re- 
election of President, Vice President, 
State Governors, and legislators in any 
circumstances. This sort of puerile leg- 
islation does not justify confidence in 
the ability of the existing Government 
to restore order. Business throughout 
the country is practically suspended, 
smelters are idle, factories shut down, 
and some of the mining camps are ex- 
temporized fortresses. Railway com- 
munication has been hampered by the 
destruction of bridges, and telegraph 
wires have been cut. While the exact 
number of armed insurrectiontsts is 
not known, it is now seen to equal 
MADpPRO's large estimate of a few 
months ago, which then seemed an idle 
boast, while recent events have tended 
to raise grave doubts of MApERO’s pow- 
er to control the forces his influence has 
called into action.

It then becomes a 
mere relic or curio, and its destruction 
would be a loss, from every point of 
view except that of the “collector of au- 
tographs, purely sentimental. 

When one remembers that Pop's life 
was one long struggle against poverty, 
and how little money this man, who is 
probably the one indubitable literary 
genius whom America has yet produced, 
received for the best of his work, it does 
seem hard that only sixty-two years after 
his death $1,700 should be paid for one 
of his private letters. To be sure, the 
letter highly characteristic, and as 
ingenious as anything Pop ever wrote— 
as ingenious and to modern criticism as 
unconvincing. People think he is always 
drunk, he says in effect, because he only 
goes out among them when “excited”; 
when sober, as he is almost all the time, 
nobody sees him because then he is hard 
work at his desk or at home living 
the most frugal and abstemious of lives. 

No doubt there is a lot of truth in. these 
statements, but they justify as much as 
they impugn the legend which they were 
intended to refute, for as a matter of

Why Have They Not Made Use of 
Their Talents? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Edith Hallock says she is not a suffragist. 
Then I congratulate her on being a very good 
imitation of one. For her arguments bear all 
the earmarks of a suffragist in good and reg- 
ular standing. Why does she call fifteen years 
of woman suffrage ‘‘the first step’’ ? It 
seems to me that fifteen years of experience 
is quite enough to show whether the ballot 
in the hands of women is as effective as the 
suffragists try to make out. Miss Hallock 
claims that Miss Chittenden’s reasons are 
‘*futile,”’’ but she evidently forgets that it is 
not the anti-suffragist who says women should 
not have the vote because they have so far 
accomplished nothing with it, but it is the 
suffragist who clamors for the vote because 
she can accomplish so much with it. 

Immediately above Miss Hallock’s protesting 
letter is the typical suffragist one overflowing 
with that spirit of spreadhenism which I am 
doing my humble best to down for the sake 
of woman herself.

Palmer’s Bankruptcy Case Reopened 
on Newly Discovered Assets. 


Judge Hough yesterday reopened the 
bankruptcy case of Francis J. Palmer, 
41 Cortlandt Street, formerly President 
of a felt roofing company, on the appli- 
cation of attorneys for M. L. & C. 
Ernst, creditors, to administer in newly 
discovered assets of $50,000. This action 
follows the recen® decision of the Court 
of Appeals at Albany that incomes from 
trust funds can be garnisheed by credi- 
tors, 

Mr. Palmer filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy on July 22, 1907, with liabilities 
$85,680, mostly on accomodation paper of 
his company which he endorsed,, as his 
schedules showed no assets. He was 
Sranted a discharge from all his debts 
on May 7, 1908. The only creditors to 
file claims with William Allen, the ref- 
eree, were the American Exchange Na- 
tional Bank, $20,000; M. L. & C. Ernst, 
$2,509, and the Waldorf Astoria Cigar 
Company, $15. Mr. Palmer’s discharge 
was opposed. by one of the creditors 
on the ground that he omitted a trust 
fund of $50,000 in his schedule of assets. 
This was a trust fund left by the will 
of his father, Charles Palmer, who died 
in Brooklyn on March 21, 1907, four 
months prior to filing the bankruptcy 
petition. The money was on deposit in 
the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Co. The will 
provided that Palmer’ should have the 
principal whenever he _ shall become 
financially solvent and able to pay all 
his just debts and liabilities from re- 


sources other than the principal of this 
trust fund, and the trustees were em- 
powered to pay him the money on his 
written statement that he was financially 
solvent. 

After his discharge from bankruptcy he 
Bave notice of his solvency and Surro- 
gate Ketchum of Brooklyn, in Dec. 1909, 
decided he was entitled to the money. 
When his discharge from bankruptcy was 
Opposed his counsel claimed that under 
the laws of New York Palmer had no 
interest in the will of his father, and so 
omitted it from the schedules. Referee 
Allen decided that Mr. Palmer was not 
required to set forta this interest in his 
schedules and recommended his dis- 
charge. 

M. L. & C. Ernst in their application to 
have the case reopened claimed that this 
$50,000 should be paid by the trust com- 
pany to the Trustee in Bankruptcy for 
the benefit of creditors. Judge Hough 
sent the matter to Referee Allen to take 
further proceecings. 

This ‘s the first case fn bankruptcy 
since the decision of the Court of Appeals 
about a month ago.

EX-SENATOR KITTREDGE DEAD ER ANCHISR SOCTRTY 


South Dakota Representative Served 
Two Terms—His Fight with Gamble. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., May 4.—Ex-Sena- 
tor Arthur Beard Kittredge of Sioux 


Malls, S. D., who served two terms in the 
Senate, his service ending two vears ago, 
died here to-night after a month’s illness 
with liver and kidney disease. 

Iix-Senator Kittredge was born in Che- 
shire County, N. H., March 28, 1861, and 
was graduated from Yale University with 
the class of 1882 and from the Yale Law 
School in 188. He began tht practice 
of law at Sioux Falls, 8. . He was 
elected State Senator from 1889 to 1893 
and was a member of the National Re- 
publican Committee in 1892 and 1896. On 
July 11. 1901, he was dppointed to the 
United States Senate to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of James H. Kyle, 
and was re-elected in 1903 for the term 
expiring in 19098. He was the local at- 
torney for the Great Northern and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroads. 

In the Fall of 1907 Senators Kittredge 
and Gamble were engaged in a bitter 
fight over the control of patronage for 
South Dakota and were summoned before 
President Roosevelt at Washington on 
Nov. 24. The President settled the dls- 
pute by having the Senators draw lots 
for each position. 

As Chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Interoceanic Canals in February, 1909, 
Senator Kittredge .advised the abandon- 
ment of the lock canal across the Isthmus 
of Panama, aserting that it would cost 
$400,000,000 and that the Government 
would eventually have to transform it to 
a sea level ditch. , 


CAPT. LANGREUTER DEAD. 


Commander of the Berlin and with 
North German Lloyd for 28 Years. 


Capt. H. Langreuter of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Berlin, and one of 
the best-known officers in the Mediter- 


ranean service, was found dead in his 
cabin on the steamer in Hoboken shortly 
after noon yesterday. Apoplexy of the 
brain was the cause of his death. Capt. 
Langreuter was 54 years old and unmar- 
ried. He lived near Bremen, Germany, 
with his aged mother. 

Capt. Langreuter was with the North 
German Lloyd for more than twenty-eight 
years, and had been a Captain since Dec. 
«3, 1897, For a number of years he was 
in eommand of the steamship Grosser 
ILurfuerst, and made several polar and 
Mediterranean cruises in that steamer. 
Upon the completion of the Berlin, Capt. 
Langreuter was transferred to her. He 
was tenth on the list of North German 
Lioyd Captains, 

The en pe was the possessor of a 
number of orders and detorations, among 
them being the Order of the Crown of the 
Fourth Class, the Order of the Red Eagle 
of the Fourth Class, the Order of the 
House of Oldenburg of the Second Class, 
the China Medal of Merit, the Gold Medal 
of the Life-Saving Society of Germany, 
and a decoration given him by the late 
King Leopegld of Belgium. 

No arrangements have yet been made 
for his funeral.

LOSES MRS. R.STEVENS 


Resigns Office and Membership 
and Says She Does Not Approve 
of Women Parading in Public: 








NEVER A REAL SUFFRAGIST 





Declares There Should Be No Indis- 
criminate Franchise—Wusband Still 
Works to Enfranchise Women. 





Mrs. Richard Stevens of Castle Point, 
Hoboken, has resigned the office of 
Fourth Vice President and also as mem- 
ber of the New Jersey State Equal Fran- 
chise Society. The suffrage parade which 
women are to hold in New York on May 
6 is the immediate cause of her resigna- 
tion. 

There was a meeting of the New Jersey 
Society Tuesday, afternoon at Mrs. 8Ste- 
vens’s house, Castle Point, with Robert 
Elder and several other suffrage speak- 
ers. Previous to this, from 2 to 3 P. M., 
a business meeting had been held by the 
officers of the society. At that meeting 
Mrs, Stevens handed in her double resig- 
nation. 

Mrs. Stevens objects strongly to women 
taking part in a public parade. But she 
has never been at heart entirely in favor 
of woman suffrage. Mr. Stevens, her hus- 
band, is a strong advocate of woran 
suffrage and works for it, but Mrs. Ste- 
vens does not. Last year, however, Mrs. 
Stevens asked Mrs. Mackay to come to 
her house and speak on woman suffrage, 
and the New Jersey Society, a branch of 
Mrs. Mackay'’s, was formed, and Mrs. 


Stevens accepted the office of Fourth 
Vice President. To a New YorK TIMES 
reporter last night Mrs. Stevens said: 

“ Yesterdav’s meeting had nothing to do 
with my resignation. No, I do not believe 
in the women marching. I do not like 
the idea, and I think they will lose by 
this parade what they have gained in 
the work of many vears. I have never 
believed that the vote was necessary for 
women. You see, I believe there should 
be discrimination in giving the ballot. I 
belleve that half the men who are voting 
now should be disenfranchised. Zc we 
not that I do not believe that women 
should take part in many things. I think 
thev should have a prominent part in the 
work for the schools, and in the schools 
I think they shouid stand equal with the 
men. 
Tl think thev should do and that they can 
do, but I do not think it is necessary for 
them to have the ballot to do it. 

‘‘This has nothing to do with Mr. Ste- 
vens’s feeling in connection with the 
suffrage. and he is as interested and 
will work for it as before.” ‘ 

Mrs. Mackay’s resignation as National 
President of the Equal Franchise Soci- 
ety, which she organized and of which 
the New Jersey Society was one of the 
branches, also had nothing to do with the 
parade. Mrs. Mackay had previously 
voiced an objection to parades, but on 
the day of her resignation she spoke fa- 
vorably, it was said, of the suffrage pa- 
geant to be given on May 6. 

Mrs. Stevens's sister-in-law, Mrs. Arch- 
ibald Alexander, Mr. Stevens's sister, will 
be in the parade. Her name @vas one of 
the first sent in. The Equal Franchise 
banner of the New Jersey Society, which 
is a beautiful affair of blue satin and 
gold, like that of the mother society, was 
likewise one of the first to be sent in. 

‘‘Mrs. Stevens's resignation will have 
little influence on woman suffrage mat- 
ters,’’ said Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch, 
President of the Woman's Political Union, 
which is organizing the parade. Mrs. 
Blatch is also a prominent worker in Mrs. 
Mackay’s society. which she represented 


in Albany last Winter.

Mr. Hammer- 
stein said before sailing that he hoped to 
give opera here again some day. 

‘I do not forget,’ he said, ‘‘ that I have 
an agreement with the Metropolitan Com- 
pany not to give opera here again for 
ten years, but we are very friendly, and, 
perhaps, we can come to some agret- 
ment so that it can be done.”’ 

Signor Gatti-Casazza said, ‘‘I have al- 
ready outlined the programme for the 
coming season, which should prove even 
more interesting than the one just past. 
I am especially pleased also that Ameri- 
can music will have a worthy position in 
the future, thanks to the happy outcome 
of the American Opera contest. I shall 
go to Paris first, then to Italy, and then 
to Germany, and shall hear operas and 
artists. After that I shall devote myself 
to completing the programme for next 
season.’’ 

Mr. Gatti-Casazgza took with him the 
libretto and score of Prof, Parker’s work, 
which won the $10,000 prize, and which is 
to be sung here next season. He will cast 
the opera within a few weeks. 

Others of the opera company who de- 
parted on the George Washington were 
Miss Geraldine Farrar and her mother, 
Alfred Hertz. Glenn Hall, Otto Goritz, 
and Antonio Scotti.

I am 
chiefly concerned that the Clearing House 
should put itself on record as willing to 
offer broad and liberal terms to new mem. 

It 
the Clearing House does that they 
well afford to stand pat and see how 
overtures are received. It then becomes 
a trust company matter, and I believe that 
they will meet it with moderation and 
good judgment. 

**I quite understand the objections of a 
small number of our members, but 1 
lieve they will disappear in the broader 
considerations involved in a consolidation 
and harmony of banking interests in Ne 
York.”’

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LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Catholic Churches Fail to Comply with 
Treasury Rules—Other Tariff 
Decisions. 





Failure on the part of a large number 
of Catholic churches to comply with 
regulations of the Treasury. Department 
resulted yesterday in the Board of United 
States General Appraisers. overruling 
claims filed by John Dunn, Jr., and 
Others. The importations consisted of 
Statues some of which are. made of wood 
and others. of terra cotta. They were 
assessed for duty under paragraphs 215 
and 93, act of 1909, as, respectively, manu- 
factured wooden articles and decorated 
earthenware. 

The importers set. up the contention 
that the merchandise is free of duty 
as works of art intendéd for presentation 
to religious organizations... Judge Waite, 
in his decision for the Board, says that 


this claim would probably be sustained 
had the importers complied with the regu- 
lations of the Secretary of the Treasury 
Department. inasmuch as the regulations 
lave not heen complied with, the Boara 
is unable to afford the relief asked for 
in the protests, the Collector's decision 
being affirmed. 
The Board affirmed the assessment of 
duty made on frozen eges brought into 
this country by P. L. Alessandroni and 
others. The eggs were broken and the 
whites and yolks mixed and frozen, and 
in this condition imported. It is held 
that the assessment at the rate of 5 cents 
per dozen on the basis of eleven eggs to 
the pound is correct. The Mark Cross 
Company succeeded in having the duty 
On waterproof aprons reduced from 50 to 
30 per cent ad valorem. The Wells 
Fargo Express Company made a claim 
for the free entry of velvet table cloths 
which was sustained. The claim was that 
the cloths are ‘“‘antiques’”’ within the mean- 
ing of that term as used in the tariff.

Four editions of the narrative of the 
third voyage of Amerigo Vespucci to 
America last evening brought a total of 
$6,400. Dodd & Livingston paid $1,700 
for the undated one, printed in Paris, and 
considered by Harrisse the first of the 
ten editions of this narrative. .The Suth- 
eriand copy brought 8300. For another 
undated edition issued fro ma German 
press and thought to be the rarest of 
them all the same bidders paid $3,000. 
No previous sale of this is known. They 
also obtained the Strassburg 1505 edition 
for $850. A copy of this brought $270 at 
@uction in 1901. A Paris 1516 version 
went to Smith for $850. 

The total receipts for the day 
$68,610, of which $42,765 was realized at 
the afternoon session and $25,845 last 
evening. The grand total to date is 
$954,584. 

The record price of $13,500 was paid at 
the Robert Hoe library sale yesterday 
for a copy of the first French edition of 
*“ Lorloge de Sapience,’’ by Henricus de 
Berg, or, as he is better known, Hen- 
ricus de Suso, published in Paris in 
by <Anthoine Verard.

Taunt Them with Not Daring to Use

Two attacks on policemen were made
